WINS SUIT AGAINST 
FEDERAL RESERVE 

Independence of All State FlaaMal 
Hanas Said To Hare Been Aaaow 

red By Decision hi I'cderal Coult 
III Cutlettsliui'g Cane. 

Catletlsburg. Ky., Oct. 20.— By an 
opinion banded down by Federal 
Judge A. M, J. (;o< liraii at Covington, 
tho Purnicrs aJid .Mcn lianls Hank of 
Catlottsburg was suHtaincU In tliii flgbt 
It has bceu nmklMg for the last two 
yoara against th» Federal Ueservc 
System. 

The system, through Its Cleveland 
branch, undertook to compel all state 
banks to submit to Its rules and regu- 
lations of exchange. It was alleged. 

A number of these banks In Ken- 
tucky and In the south protested 
against surrendering the right to op- 
erate independently of the regulations 
of the Federal Reserre Board, but one 
after another finally aurrendered to 
the dlctatea of the board until only the 
Aumara and Merohanta Bank of this 
city waa left alone battling against 
what It considered tho unwarranted 
demands of the Cleveland and other 
banka of the reserve system. 

An attempt was alleged to have been 
Aade to coerce tlio local bank Into 
submission throimli the employment 
of local agent.'! who, under direction, 
presented at tho counter of the local 
bank dally for payment In cash all 
Items of exchange against It which had 
*ome to the hands of any of the Fed- 
eral Reseve Banks, 

The use of this means was resented 
by Ernest Meeks, cashier of the Farm- 
ers and Merchanta Bank, who under- 
took to fight against the reserve sys- 
tem, with the view of eetabllahlng the 
right of state banks to operate In their 
own way without dictation from any 
source, and without regulation by any 
power other than the laws of the states 
under which they' were created. 

Ho caused to be Instituted In the 
Boyd Circuit Court a suit against the 
Federal Reserve Bank of Cleveland 
and lU local agent, whereby the Farm- 
ers and Merchanta Bank sought to en 
Join the Cleveland bank from exercls 
ins the means being practiced by It, 
whl( li Ht re alleged to \)e oppressive, 
.-oercivp and Inaugurated for the Im- 
proijc r imrposo of compelling submis- 
sion IK its claimed authority. This 
case was rcnioveU to tho federal court, 
where a fight has been waged for al- 
most two ypurs, with the result that 
.Mr. Mock's contentions have been sus- 
tained by Judge Cochran, «the Federal 
Reserve Bank permantly enjoined 
from Interfering with the Farmers and 
.Merchants Bank in the conduct of Its 
business and restrained from harraaa- 
ing it through local agenta.

. Census Beport Shows That Center of 
Negrro Population Hag Moved 
' Considerably Northward. 

Washington, D. C. — The Depart- 
ment ot Commerce announces that the 
center of negro population as deter- 
mined by the Bureau of the Census on 
the basis of the fourteenth census 
tiiumeration, taken January 1, 1^20. is 
located in latitude 34 I'egree 46 min 
utes 52 seconds, and longitude 85 de- 
grees 3U minutes 48 secolndu, being in 
the extreme northwestern corner of 
Georgia, in Dade county, about 1% 
miles nbrtli-nortiieast of lUslng Fawn 
town, and that for the tirst time in the 
history 6t the country this center has 
moved northeast, being approximately 
9A miles tarthar east and 19.4 miles 
tardier north In 1910 than It was in 
1910. Ita former movamenta have all 
bean in a southwestarly dirootion. In 
1790 it was looatad 25 mUea westr 
aonthwest, ot Petersburs, Dinwiddle 
oonnty, Virginia, and one hundred 
years later, in 1890, it liad moved 
aouthwest 463 miles to a point 16.7 
miles southwest of Lafayette, Walker 
county, Georgia, the same county In 
which it was located in 1880. Between 
1890 and I'Md it crossed the state line 
Into Alabama, its location in 1900 and 
again In IHIO being in DeKalb county, 
Alabama. Its northoaatward move- 
ment after I'JIO has brought It back 
to the state of Georgia. 

The northeasterly movement ot the 
center of negropopulation between 
1910 and l!»2n is due principally to the 
great iucrease in the negro population 
of Massachusetts, Connecticut, New 
York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, West 
Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, and Miehlgan. 
The total Increase In the aagfo popu- 
lation ot tbo UBitad Btataa WM 118,868 
and It win ha aotad that tba iaorease 
In tba Bortham states manUoa was 66 
par eoBt of the toUl Inoraaaa. This 
northward movement of the Bsgro
